VIENNA, Nov. 29.—In the Austrian House of Deputies Thanksgiving Day, in 
the midst of a deafening tumult, I gw a motion read which nobody heard and passed 


by nobody knows whom—for, indeed, it was not passed at all. It aimed at the ob- 


structionists and place@ autocratic powers in the hands of the President of the Parlia- 


ment. This was a victory for the Government, but was unlawfully won and was a 


simple usurpation. 


Naturally Saturday’s session would be historical. 


I went early, arriving when 


the house was empty. In half an hour two or three hundred members were present 


on the floor and the galleries were packed. I was ina gallery exactly opposite the |} 


President’s tribune and had a perfect view. There was not much noise then, but the 


‘atmosphere was charged with suspense and expectancy. All the vast house was hold- 


ing its breath, A long wait, then a stir, a craning of necks, and at a door far to the 


right the President and Vice-Presidents entered. 


The house rose and a hurricane of insults and execrations burst from the opposi- 


tion and blew them to their places. The Right answered back and both sides roared 


and shouted and stormed. 


Two dozen Socialists stood in a body below the ministerial desks, shouted up at | 


the President and shook their fists furiously at him. He addressed some words to 


the house—at least one could see his lips move—and he spread his large hands 


deprecatingly over his breast. If he is a tyrant, he has some beseeching, persuasive 


gestures not seen elsewhere but among the angels. That holy gesture seemed to mad- 


den the group of Socialists. 


All at once they plunged over the barriers and up through the ministerial desks 


and benches. 


One in a red cravat reached up and snatched the President’s papers. Another 


seized his bell, In a moment they were fighting and struggling with uniformed 


servants of the house, who ejected them. 


At the same time others of their group stormed up the side of the tribune, 


drove out the President and Vice-President and followed them across the floor, ham- 


mering the latter with their fists. But I saw no blow actually reach the President. 


The Socialists came back, occupied the President's tribune and held it like a 


fort. 


The man in the red cravat gathered up an armful of the President’s papers and 


threw them over the front in.a sort of snow storm. 


Meantime the whole house was howling, yelling and banging on the desks, a 


South African thunder storm being solid silence compared to it. “Rascals,” ““Scoun- 


drels,”” these and less delicate epithets filled the air. 


- All of a sudden that distant door opened and down the floor of the brilliant and 


superb chamber came drifting the spectacle and flash of sixty spiked. helmets. It. was 


the most thrilling theatrical surprise I ever saw. I would not have missed it for the 


succession to the throne. Moreover, it was history, and belongs among the world’s 


memorable days. This force was received with a tempest of execrations from the 


one party and with victory notes from the other; yet it was a heavy defeat for all con- 


cerned, 


The handsome officer in command cared nothing for the reception. He went 


up into the tribune and requested the Socialist garrison to retire. They declined. Then 


he stepped aside and his men pulled, hauled and dragged the fighting, struggling | 


garrison down from their fort and out of the door and the amazing drama was 


finished,

THE CABINET HAS RESIGNED. 


And the Reichsrath Is Dissolved Until 
Further Notice. 


VIENNA, Nov, 23.—Vienna has been on 
the verge of revolution for several days. 
Rietous pubiic meetings have been held 
and the palace has been closely guarded for 
fear of violence. Finally it became evident 
that the Cabinet would have to retire. Their 
resignations were submitted to the Em- 
peror and he reluctantly accepted them, 
Count Badeni said to the Emperor: “Your 
Majesty, I cannot take the responsibility. 
Bioodshed will ensue if I remain in office.” 


The Emperor has intrusted Baron Gautsch, 
Who holds the portfolio of Public Inatruc- 
tion in the retiring Ministry, with the task 
- Of forming a new Cabinet. Baron Gautech 
de Frankenthurn is of German nationality. 
He is a moderate and conciliatory politician, 
popular with all parties in Austria, as well 
as among the Hungarians. His appointment 
is sure to make a good impression.

NGLISH COAST SWEPT 
BY A TERRIFIC GALE 


Many Ships Are Known to Have Foundered and 
ane UrTent Loss of Lifé Is Feares, 


MORE THAN TWENTY BODIES RECOVERED. 


Vessels Reported Ashore on Every Part of the Coast and Pas- 
sage Across the Channel Mostly Suspended. 


LONDON, Nov. 29.—The gale which swept 
the English coasts yesterday, doing damage 
at Holy and other places, raged all night 
long,and had not abated in fury this morning 
when it amounted almost to a cyclone in 
many places, and was accompanied by snow 
and hail. A long list of fatalities, wrecks 
and damage to property has been received. 
All the coast towns have suffered and a 
score of bodies have been washed ashore. 
Falling walls and flying debris have added 
to the loss of life. Vessels are reported on 
shore on every part of the coast, and many 
ships are known to have foundered with the 
probable loss of all hands. There is muci 
wreckage about the Goodwin Sands. At 
Lowestoft, Yarmouth and elsewhere the 
sea has flooded the quays and neighbor- 
hoods, washing away the esplanades and do- 
ing other serious damage. The sea wall at 
Scarborough has been washed away and 
the passenger and mail services across the 
channel have been mostly suspended, 


Two Sallors Killed. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 29.—The 
British ,\bark Juteopol's, which arrived last 
night from Greenock, Scotland, had a long 
and tempestous voyage, and two of her 
sailors were Killed. The Juteopolis left 
Greenock Sept. 28, in ballast, to load a 


cargo of petroleum at Philadelphia for Ja- 
pan, First day out she ran into a storm and 
an exceptionally heavy sea. On the third 
day all hands were engaged in shortening 
sail when James Bruce, a young naval ap- 
prentice, and Carl Brunner, a German sea- 
man, were Knocked from the mizzen top- 
sail yard by a sudden blast of wind forcing 
the heavy sail against them, Both fell head 
foremost to the deck and-were instantly 
Killed. They were buried at sea the next 
day. Bruce’s father is the owner of a 
steamship line at Dundee. The young man 
had shipped as a seaman to gain practical 
experience. The Juteopolig battled with the 
elements all the way to Cape Henlopen, 


Temptuous Voyage. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 29.—The 
British steamer Kensington, Capt. Fraggett, 
arrived from London, after a teenpestuous 
voyage that lasted all the way to the Dela- 
ware Capes. Her decks were broken, bridge 
smashed, stanchions bent and twisted, and 
her entire cargo of thirty drums of naphtha 
and a large quantity of phosphorus washed 
overboard. The vessel had scarcely put to 
sea when it began. On the 15th the storm 
had developed into a hurricane. The ship 
was then off Scilly Island. The seas were 
washing completely over her, and the drums 
of naphtha, each weighing half a ton, had 
br@en loose and were being tossed about. 
The heavy drums dashed against the ship’s 
rails and broke them to pieces, Until the 
Delaware Capes were reached no pleasant

A big cur dog, snapping and snarling, his 
tongue protruding and froth coming from 
his mouth as he zigzagged from one side of 
the street to the other, terrorized persons 
in the vicinity of Levee and Main streets 
soon after 7 o’clock Monday. 

Men, women and children ran indoors as 
they saw the brute coming, and hundreds 
of voices called loudly for a policeman or 
someone to shoot the animal. 

John Sevon, a laborer, living at 601 South 
Main street, heard the warning voices and 
looked back to see the snapping cur close 
at his heels.

Dr. Kearney cauterized the mu- 
tilated hand and advised Sevon that if im 
flammation set in despite the strong anti- 
dotes he should not hesitate to have the 
hand amputated, as the dog certainly had 
rabies,

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The mission of the Bear to the icy North, 
fraught as it is with perils, stirs men even 
more profoundly than does an expedition 


for Arctic exploration. Nothing of more 
human interest could be told than the ex- 
periences of the brave and hardy men who 
have set out to rescue the 265 whalers 
bound in frigid fetters in the Bering Sea, 
near Point Barrow. The whole world will 
watch the progress of the Bear toward the 
starving men she goes to feed, to save. 
Never before did men set out to reach 
Point Barrow at this season of the year— 
in winter, Of course the Bear could not 
make her way through the ice fields that 
imprison the whalers. Capt. Tuttle, who 
knows the coast line washed by the Bering 
Sea perfectly, will go as far north as pos-

What will Capt. Tuttle find at Point Bar- 
row? That the relfef expedition arrived 
in time to save the lives of the starving 
whalers or that they had succumbed to 
hunger and cold? Seven American vessels 
with thelr crews are locked in the ice 
there. 

Every brave man and every pitying wom- 
an will echo Secretary Gage’s last words 
in his letter of instructions to the captain 
of the Bear: 

“Mindful of the arduous expedition upon 
which you are about to enter, I bid you, 
your officers and men, Godspeed upon your 
errand of mercy, and wish you a sugcessful 
voyage and safe return,” . 


PORT TOWNSEND, Wash., Noy. 29.—The 
revenue cutter Bear was here all day 
yesterday taking on chandlery. An 
anchor weighing 3,000 pounds was taken 
aboard. A great many articles belonging to 
the cutter, but not needed on her relief 
voyage, were taken ashore and stored in 
the United States Custom-house. All gal- 
aries and wages which have accumulated 
since the Bear returned from Bering Sea 
were pald to the officers and men and 
every man aboard except the watchman 
had shore leave last night. 

‘As a result of this winter’s work in 
Bering Sea, I hope,” said Capt. Tuttle, 
“to throw eome light on the ice subject 
by the time I return.” He then added, 
significantly: “As far as steam and sail 
will drive the Bear to the noerthward she 
will go.”

Nat Goodwin Leads a Revolt of the Stars Against the Gigantic 
Combine, and the Question Is Now in the Courts. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. , 


NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—United States 
Marshals will be in control of the Casino 
to-night and for the first time in American 
history a theatrical performance will be 
given under Gevernment guardianship. It 
is the beginning of a bitter fight against the 
theatrical trust, of which the new Century 
and the Olympic 6f St. Louis are members. 

Six theatrical speculators have combined 
and. have acquired control of the principal 
theaters and many of the heading actors and 
dramatic attractions of the United States. 
They own, or operate, fifty of the big thea- 
ters; they control the bookings of seventeen 
other, theaters. Outside of this ‘‘theatrical 
trust’ there are only about seventeen im- 
portant theaters and about four leading at- 


tractions. 
No theatrical. manager who refuses to 
submit to the dictation of these six men 


can float. No star who defies them can pos- 
_sibly get advantageous terms for a twenty- 
week tour in a season of forty weeks. 

The sextet that has thus captured the 
drama is made up of Charles Frohman of 
New York, Al Hayman of San Francisco, 
New York and St. Louis; Sam Nirdlinger 
(Nixon) of Philadelphia, T. Fred Zimmer- 
enan of Philadelphia, Abraham Erlanger of 
New York and Marc Klaw of Louisville and 
New York. 

Charles Frohman ts the Napoleon of the 
trust; He produces 50 per cent of all the 
good attractions that are put on the Amer- 
ican stage. Hayman is the shrewd, calcu- 
lating business manager. Nixon and Zim- 
merman are the speculative capitalists in 
the scheme, Klaw and Erlanger are the 
booking agents. 

Al. Hayman and Abraham Erlanger are 
credited with organizing the trust. They 
first got the theaters into an agreement to 
work together and then announced to the 
stars not already fh their employ that they 
must play in ay houses, at trust per- 
centages and when the trust saw fit to book 
them. or they would be shut out; if they 
played tn the -independent outlawed houses 
the trust would send into town counter at- 
tractions to split up business. 

Nat Goodwin headed a revolt of stars.

That Bines did not subject little Lotta 
Hire to the indignities suffered by I'ttle 
Katharine Fisse at the hands of Scaggs Was 
due only to the chance presence of rolice- 
man James Kennedy in the neighborhood, 
The little girl was on her way from Sun- 
day-school when accosted by Bines. 

She testified that he offered her a nickel 
and asked her to accompany him to a wagon 
in a distant part of the lot. Innocent of the 
man’s intention the child went with him. 

Patrolman Kennedy, who was standing on 
the opposite corner, saw Bines approach 
the wagon and lift his helpless victim into it. 
Suspecting the man’s purpose the officer 
rushed over with revolver in hand. Just 
then he heard the chiid’s screams. 

sonnedy & timely arrival prevented the as- 
sault, 

When he gaw the officer Bines leaped 
from the wagon and darted across the lot. 
The officer fired a shot in the air and com- 
manded the man to halt. The order was 
promptly obeyed. 

Meanwhile a iarge crowd had gathered 
and when they learned the cause of arrest 
threatened to lynch the prisoner. The po- 
liceman called severa] citizens to his as- 
sistance and managed to keep the infuriated 
mob in check until the arrival of the patrol 
wagon. 

Bines was locked up at the Fourth Dis- 
trict Station. In the Second District Police 
Court Monday he pleaded not guilty, but 
the evidence against him was so overwhelm- 
ing that he refused to make a statement.

Col. Esterhazy a few years ago 
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They Look Damaging on Their Face, but the Count 
Declares They Have Been Garbled. 


PARIS, Nov. 29.—Figaro publishes sev- 
eral letters purporting to have been written 
by Comte Esterhazy, who has been accused 
by M. Scheruer-Keatner, one of the Vice- 
Presidents of the Senate, of being the au- 
thor of the letter which led to the condem- 
nation of Dreyfus. 

In one of them, after expressing his in- 
tention to enter the Turkish service, Comte 
Esterhazy is represented as saying: 

“Il shall not leave without having played 
a trick of my own on those amiable Frencnh- 


men.’’ 

Other passages illustrating the character 
of the letter follow: 

“Our cowardly and dgnorant great chiefs 
will go once more to people German pris- 
ons.”’ 

“T should be perfectly happy if I were 
told I was to be killed to-morrow as a Cap- 
tain of Uhlans sabering Frenchmen.” 

“T am capable of great things or crimes 
if that could avenge me. I would not harm 
a little dog, but I would have 100,000 Frenci- 
men killed with pleasure.”’ 

Comte Esterhazy proceeds to say that 
“Frenchmen are not worthy of the car- 
tridges intended to kill them,” and he con- 
jures up a ‘‘dream of festivity” in the shape 


of the pillage of Paris by 100,000 drunken 
soldiers. 

Interviewed as to the publication in the 
Figaro, Comte Esterhazy displayed great 
indignation and declared that they were 
forged by the friends of Ppreyfus, who, he 
said, had taken words and sentences from 
his letters and placed them together by a 
process with which he was acquainted. He 
Said aiso that he had been warned several 
days ago that such a publication would be 
made. 

_A semi-official note says that Gen. Pel- 
lieux’s investigation was almost finished, 
but that he will now examine into the au- 
thenticity of these letters. Then he will act 
with absolute impartiality and see to it 
that satisfaction is given to army, to justice 
and to truth, 

Gen. Pellieux interrogated Col. Picquart, 
who was summoned from Tunis in connec- 
tion with the Dreyfus affair, and whose 
Statements were reported to be the basis 
of the accusations originally made against 
Comte Esterhazy.

It was impossible to hear all the cases 
on the docket, but nearly all the plaintiffs 
were On hand, eagerly listening to the other 
cases to gather from them some crumbs 
of consolation and some idea in advance of 
how their own suits would end. 

The Judges did not give them much en- 
couragement, and showed from the very 
beginning that they would tolerate no non- 
sense, and that each applicant must prove 
a good case in order to secure the divorce 
sought. , 

Such afl were obtained, however, were 
clipped off with great rapidity. The plaintiff 
would tell his or her tale of woe, be fol- 
lowed by from two to five corroborating 
witnesses, and then make way for the next 
case and the next little group of people. 

The court rooms were crowded to over- 
flowing by the witnesses and clients, mostly 
women, of all grades of society, from the 
working woman, whose husband had beaten 
and kicked her, to the modestly dressed so- 
clety woman, who had been deserted, or ill- 
treated in other ways. 

The complaints were as various as the 
suits, although most of them were for gen- 
eral abuse and desertions. 

In Judge Klein’s court the following pet 
sons had complaints to make! 

John Keller wanted a divorce from 
Jennie Keller, allas Frankie Melline, Hig 
story was short, but gave him ample 
grounds for divorce. He said he was mar- 
ried on the 7th day of October, 1891. Six 
months before the filing of his petition to 
the February term, 189;, he says his wife 
took the name of Frankie Melline and went 
fo live in a disreputable house on Pop- 
lar street. There were no children. 

Caroline Schlenker married William 
Schlenker April 19, 1893, in St. Louis. She 
had been married but a giort time when 
she discovered her mistake, Her husband 
was a drunkard, she says, and from the 
dav of their marriage to the day of separa- 
tion he refused to provide her with the 
means of livelihood. When the child was 
born thelr affairs became even worse. She 
was compelled to sue for divorce and to ask 
the court to grant her an order upon her 
husband to pay the costs of her case. The 
baby is 3 vears old. 

Mina Hubert !s a long-suffering wife and 
waited ten years after leaving her hus- 
band, John H. Hubert, before suing 
divorce. She says he was a drinker and 
a bar-room howler; that he would get into 
disgraceful fights and then go home and 
beat her.

JAIL IMPROVEMENTS. 

The St. Louis City Jailis nothing but a 
great animal cage—a tiger house on a 
large scale. It seems to have been planned 
rather for animals than human beings. 
With its big “bull-pen’ and gallerles of 
cells it could easily be turned into a show 
place for a circus, including the menage- 
rie. What the city wants is a prison for 
human beings that shall as far as possible 
reform instead of bDrutalizing them. 

In this line the recommendations of the 
October Grand Jury ought to be produc- 
tive df some improvements. The most im- 
portant change suggested is the separa- 
tion of.the women and children prisoners 
from the men. The Grand Jury makes 
feeveral other valuable suggestions, but 
this is the most vital need. As long as we 
place young boys in a jail like this; where 
they become part of a huge criminal fam- 
ily, in intimate contact at certujn times, 
we are helping to make more permanent 
criminals to become a burden and a 
menace to the city. 

It ought to be possible, even without 
building new wings, to provide for the 
women and children separately. A parti- 
tion wall and special means of entry and 
egress would accomplish this much. We 
shall, of course, be. confronted with. the 
statement that there is no money to im- 
prove the jail. But this slight improve- 
ment would not be costly. And it would 
at once place a number of women and 
children away from an influence for evil 
whose power cannot be measured. 

The reproach of the present condition of 
the jail must be removed from St. Louls.

Warning after warning against 
the rush into Alaska during the winter 
season was published in the Post-Dis- 
patch and other newspapers, but despite 
the repeated warning a host of ill-sup- 
plied fortune hunters took the slim 
chances of surviving the winter.

But transference to Yukon does not as- 
sure the safety of these foolish pilgrims. 
Prompt action should -be taken to stave 
_ off famine during the winter months. It 
is probable that in most cases the re- 
lief supplied only need be in the form 
of advances against the mining profits 
next summer.

CITY MANAGEMENT. 


How Leading 


Of the 3,19 complete water-works in the 
United States, 1,690, or more than one-half, 
are owned by the municipalities which they 
supply. In Canada there are 109 public and 
thirty-five private plants. 


Under municipal control Des Moines, Io., 
has reduced water rates to consumers 
about 40 per cent. 


New York’s revenue from the city water 
works since the introduction of Croton 
water in 1842 aggregates $82,248,083. 


Of the fifty largest cities in the United 
States, only nine are now dependent upon 
private companies for the'r water supply. 
Two hundred cities and towns have 
changed from private to public ownership 
since the war. 


Massachusetts leads all other States in 
her preference for public over private Ow- 
nership of water-supply plants. She has 
113 public, but thirty-eight private works. 

St. Louls has a total street mileage of 
8956 miles, not counting alleys. Of this mile- 
age 399 miles are “improved.” Of these 399 
miles 70.46 were swept by contractors last 
year, at a cost of $1,012.23 per mile. A lit- 
tle over six miles were cleaned by the block 
patrol system, at a cost of $4,138.92 per mile. 


New York appropriates per mile, for 
street cleaning, $7,500; Chicago, 31.282; Bos- 
ton, $2,400: Paris, $2,519; Berlin, $5,185; 
Vienna, $4,359. 


The average amount of garbage collected 
per individual in Boston, Buffalo, Cincin- 
nati, St. Louis and Philadelphia is a half 
& pound a day. 


New York receives from the saie of its 
street refuse $90,000 cash each year. The 
old fron recovered is worth $5,200; broken 
glass, $1,700; old bottles, about $55,000. 


Steam dust carts, for the collection of 
street and house refuse, have been put in 
service at Chiswick, England. it is esti-

The average price per square yard of 
asphalt pavements laid during 1896 in the 
United States, on a basis of five years 
guaranty, was $2.30. Mr. F. W. Cappelien, 
City Engineer of Minneapolis, says that 
with municipal ownership of plants, the 
cost with California and Utah asphaits 
could be $1.45 per square yard, and with 
European asphalts $1.50 per square yard. 


The “Improvement Trust” of the city of 
Glasgow, a branch of the municipal gov- 
ernment, has expended $11,000,000 in clear- 
ing eighty-eight acres of densely-populated 
slum districts and erecting thereon model 
dwellings. 


Nearly 14,000 lives have been saved in the 
last four years in New York by improved 
sanitation. The death rate has been re- 
duced from 27.3 in 1893 to 20.2 in 1897. 


The value to a city of a life saved 
through better sanitation is estimated at 
$1,000 for each adult saved. 


All the large European cities have sta- 
tistical offices, which publish facts and fig- 
ures on every branch of city work. 


There are forty-five social settlements in 
American eities, engaged in bringing cuit- 
ure and enlightenment to the sium-dwell- 
ers.

FRENCH DOUBLE DEALING. 


Playing Fast and Loose With the 
United States on the Tariff. 
WASHINGTON, D. CC, Nov. 
pauthorities have been informed that 
France, while ostensibly engaged in nego- 


tiations with this Government for a re- 
ciprocity treaty, fs taking steps to place a 
prohibitory tariff upon some American 
products. The State Department has heen 
notified that a bill is pending In the legisla- 
tive assembly of France jim ing a high 
duty upon certain products which will prac- 
tically make that country a closed market 
so far as the United States is concerned. 
Ambassador Porter undoubtedly will be 
directed to make an earnest protest against 
the measure. 

This bill may cause the authorities here 
to go slowly in negotiations for the re- 
ciprocity agreement. The department has 
received no reply to its proposition tha 
in exchange for a lower tari 1

Meade,’ said the General. ‘He was pleased 
with it. All men are, for England nor 
America does not possess ‘ts equal, He 
was particularly pleased with my thorough- 
bred stallions and mares. I showed him a 
report of my sale of yearlings that year 
at New York. A hundred of them had 
brought me $215,000, an average of more 
than $2,000 for each horse. Mr. Croker ap- 
peared greatly impressed with the record 

shown and eaid: “General, I would like to 
buy an interest in the thoroughbred prod- 
uce of your farm.’

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EDUCATION OF POLICEMEN. 


Views of Gen. Lewis, Chief Harrigan 
and Capt. Campbell on the Subject. 


eas emeiienen 
A night school for the education of po- 
licemen has been opened in Chicago and 
will continue through the winter. The ob- 
ject of the schoo] is to thoroughly post the 


officers On all matters pertaining to police 
business and give them a general knowl- 
edge of Federal and State laws and city or- 
dinances. Recitations are held in the pre- 
cinct station-houses. 

When asked if he did not think such a 
school could be opened to good powers 
here, Gen. Lewis, Vice-President of 
Board of Police Commissioners, replied in 
the negative. 

“In the first place,”’ he said, “we already 
have a school. As soon as a man is ap- 
pointed on the police force he is required to 
attend a schooi of instruction for a month 
or two. He is ordered to study a police man- 
ual which contains all the rules of the de- 
partment and gives him general information 
on police business. He is examined fre- 
— by a competent officer detailed for 

at purpose. 

“Again, our men work much longer than 
those in Chicago. There a policeman is on 
duty only eight hours a day, and has the 
Other sixteen hours to himseself.- Here he 
works twelve hours at a stretch, and when 
off duty feels more like sleeping than going 
to school, 

“There is one thing, though, that I am 
in favor of,”’ he continued, “‘and that is es- 
tablishing some sort of a school where po- 
licemen can be taught to shoot with some 
degree of accuracy. and I intend soon to 
Start a regular course of target practice 
among the men.,”’ 

When asked for his opinion Chief of Po- 
lice Harrigan advanced the same ideas as 
those of Gen, Lewis. 

Capt. John Campbell of the Sixth District 
said that if the force was large enough to 
warrant the eight-hour system here, he 
thought a school that would instruct the 
officers regarding the Stace laws, city or- 
dinances and general police business, would 
be of inestimable benefit to the department. 
He woukd also strongly advocate that the 
men be required to practice regularly at 
target shooting and to exercise with Indian 
clubs and in running. 

“Why I know men on the force,” he sald, 
“that cannot run two blocks without getting 
winded. What chance has such a man to 
catch a thief it he gets a little the start‘

The current of the 
Mississippi is strong and swift at the foot 
of North Market street. Darkness had 
fallen over the river. The searchers were 
almost helpless. 

Those who watched from the ferry land- 
ing say that Mrs. Smith did not come to 
the surface a second time, They believe 
she fainted and her body was whirled out 
into midstream. 

She was 54 years old and very prominent 
in church and charity circles in the little 
lllinois town, where she made her home.

Mr. Gallenkamp is a member-at-large of 
the State Republican Committee, Mr. Loomis 
is an ex-candidate for Congress, and is down 
in Mr, Filley’s book as “a leperous apos- 
tate,’’ whatever that is. 

‘I came down to see Chauncey for an hour 
or two,’”’ said Col, Tracey, “and am going 
back home this evening.’ 

‘Whose side are you on now 
asked. 

‘‘Nary side. I am fighting the Democrats. 
They have troubles of their own, and it has 
never seemed to hurt them any.

Glasgow’s Election Surprises Even the 
Most Enthusiastic of George’s 
American Followers, 


George P. Hampton, editor of the National 
Single Tax Payer, Minneapolis, has a par- 
lor at the Laclede, and was visited all day 
Sunday and Monday by prominent single 
taxers of the city.

robbery, accuses Joseph Furling, a, Four 
Courts lawyer, with forgery. , 

Casey has retained Lawyer Perciva@ 
Adams, who appeared as defending counse) 
in the Scales case, to prosecute Furling. 

Adams appeared at the Four Courts Mon- 
day morning, accompanied by Lawyer 
James Rollins. They applied to Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney Johnson for a war- 
rant. Col. Johnson said he would take the 


matter under advisement, telling Lawyer 
Adams to return later in the day. 

The story told by Casey and on which the 
charge against Furling is: based is that 
when he (Casey) was arrested he had $5.80. 
This money was left in the Sheriff's office. 

“Furling came to me in the fail,” said 
Casey, “and wanted to defend me, I did 
not give him any satisfaction. The next 
thing I heard was that the Sheriff had 
given my $5.80 to Furling on an order sup- 
posed to have been signed by me. I did not 
authorize the order in any way.”’ 

When Casey was arraigned before Judge 
Murphy Saturday he saw Furling near the 
entrance to the cage and asked him to 
give back his money. Furling did not com- 
ply with the request. 

‘T expect to defend Casey on the charge 
of robbery, as well as to push his prosecu- 
tion against Furling,”’ said Lawyer Adams. 

He further stated that although Furling 
got the negro’s money, he was never em- 
ployed to defend him. 

‘There is nothing to this case,”’ sald Law- 
yer Furling, when asked by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter for his side of the story. . 

“TI got the money from the negro,”’ he con- 
tinued, “and I wrote the order at the re- 
quest of the negro. He signed it and au- 
thorized me to get the money for legal ser- 
vices. 

‘Let them crack their wrip. They can do 
nothing with me, because I have committed 
no wrong. It is simply spite work on the 
part of a few lawyers.” 

The order in question is In possession of 
Chief Deputy Sheriff Troll. It was issued in 
favor of the law firm of Martin & Bass, with 
which Furling is associated,
